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WORLD  TALLOW  PROEUCTION  AND  TRADE 


Summary 


World  production  of  tallow  and  greases  continued  to  rise  during  I966  and. 
set  a  new  high  of  8.9  billion  pounds — up  3  percent  frcsn  the  8.7  billion 
produced  in  1965.    However,  world  exports  declined  for  the  second  con- 
secutive year  from  the  1964  high  of  3.1<-  billion  pounds  to  2.9  billion  last 
year,  a  drop  of  over  13  percent.    The  reduced  level  of  foreign  shipments 
caused  an  accumulation  of  additional  stocks  in  most  major  producing  coun- 
tries resxilting  in  lower  prices.    Exports  in  19^7  are  expected  to  be  sone- 
what  larger  than  those  in  I966,  but  increased  production  resulting  from 
the  leurger  slaughter  of  cattle  and  hogs  would  indicate  a  further  build- 
up in  stocks. 


Production  of  tallow  ajid  greases  in  1966  totaled  a  record  8.9  billion 
pounds — up  3  percent  from  1965  and  39  percent  above  the  1956-60  average. 
This  increase  was  related  to  a  ^ .k  percent  increase  in  world  beef  pro- 
duction in  1966. 

The  United  States,  Argentina,  and  the  U.S.S.R.  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase  and  more  than  offset  declines  recorded  for  Canada,  Brazil, 
Uruguay,  West  Germany,  Japan  and  Australia. 

North  America.    Area  production  was  estimated  at  3*^  billion  pounds,  up 
2  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    The  increase  in  production  was  accounted 
for  by  a  gain  of  over  100  million  pounds  in  the  United  States.  Total 
U.S.  production  was  5  billion  pounds,  over  56  percent  of  totea  world  pro- 
duction.   Greater  numbers  of  U.S.  cattle  were  slaughtered  and  at  heavier 
■arket  weights  in  I966.

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South  America,    Tallow  and  grease  production  was  tjp  70  million  pounds 
from  the  600  million  pounds  in  I966.    Argentina  accounted  for  practically 
all  the  gain  where  cattle  slaughter  reached  a  3-year  high,  up  some  20 
percent  from  19^5 •    Due  to  lower  prices  in  Uruguay  for  exportable  beef  in 
1966,  cattle  slaughter  decreased  by  3I  percent  and  tallow  production  by 
30  percent, 

Europe.    Production  in  Western  Europe  was  estimated  to  have  increased 
about  70  million  poxinds.    The  major  increases  were  recorded  in  Italy, 
Sweden,  Denmark ,  euid  France.    There  were  smaller  gains  in  the  United  King- 
dom, the  Nether Isjids ,  and  Belgium. 

The  output  in  Eastern  Europe,  excluding  the  U.S.S.R,,  was  estimated  at 
170  million  pounds,  10  million  above  1965.     In  the  U.S,S,R.  production  of 
tallow  emd  greases  increased  hO  million  pounds  over  the  preceding  year 
due  to  larger  cattle  and  hog  numbers. 

Oceania.    Total  Oceania  production  was  down  from  I965.    New  Zealand  pro- 
duction vslb  up  3  million  pounds,  while  Australian  production  was  down  about 
23  million  pounds.    Herd  rebuilding  following  the  recent  drought  in 
Australia  has  reduced  cattle  slaughter  and  the  production  of  teillow  in 
that  coxintry. 

World  tallow  and  grease  production  in  19^7  is  expected  to  be  slightly 
above  I966.    Increases  in  North  America,  South  America,  and  Western  Europe 
are  expected  to  offset  a  decrease  in  Oceeinia. 


Trade 

World  exports  declined  for  the  second  consecutive  yeeir  from  the  196^+ 
high  of  3.'+  billion  pounds  to  2.9  billion  last  year.    Smaller  shipments 
from  the  United  States,  Australia  and  New  Zealand  accounted  for  the  de- 
cline; whereas,  exports  from  Argentina  and  most  Western  Europeaji  coun- 
tries show  significeint  gains  from  the  previous  year. 

The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  world's  largest  exporter  of  tallow 
and  greases.    However,  its  percentage  share  of  world  trade  last  year 
dropped  to  68  percent  compared  with  70  percent  for  I965  and  72  percent  for 
196^.    As  a  percent  of  domestic  production,  exports  last  year  represented 
only  ho  percent  in  contrast  to  U3  percent  in  I965  and  the  196^  high  of  ^4-6 
percent.    Combined  exports  from  the  principal  major  competitors  consisting 
of  Australia,  West  Germany,  Canada,  New  Zealand,  and  Argentina,  with  each 
exporting  over  100  million  pounds,  accounted  for  23  percent  of  world  trade 
in  1966.

Nearly  two  thirds  of  total  world  tallow  and  grease  exports  are  shipped  to 
Japan  smd  Western  Europe.    Japaji  is  the  world's  largest  importer  of  tallow 
and  greases  and  the  major  meurket  for  U.S.  exports.    In  I966  Japan  imported 
591  million  pounds,  or  21  percent  of  total  world  tallow  imports;  87  per- 
cent of  it  from  the  United  States. 


Countries  of  Western  Europe  imported  h2  percent  of  total  world  imports, 
with  the  Netherlands  and  Italy  being  the  major  markets  dviring  I966,  account- 
ing for  10  percent  and  9  percent,  respectively.    The  United  States  was  the 
major  supplier  to  the  Netherlands  (59  percent  of  its  imports),  Italy  (7I 
percent).  West  Germany  (14-7  percent),  and  the  United  Kingdom  (22  percent). 

The  major  market  for  Australian  tallow  in  I966  was  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa.     Canadian  exports  moved  largely  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Japan  and 
Cuba.    Mainland  China  ajnd  the  United  Kingdom  were  the  major  outlets  for 
New  Zealand  tallow  trade. 

World  exports  of  teillow  and  greases  in  I967  are  expected  to  exceed  last 
year's  level  due  to  increased  production  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  and 
most  countries  in  South  America  and  Western  Europe.    Most  U.S.  shipments  are 
expected  to  be  for  dollars  due  to  strong  export  demand.    Recent  information 
indicates  that  there  will  also  be  additional  movements  of  tallow  and  greases 
in  1967  under  the  P.L.  U60  program.    The  resumption  of  P.L.  U60  shipments, 
which  were  negligible  last  year,  is  due  largely  to  increasing  U.S.  produc- 
tion of  tallow  and  greases  stemming  primarily  from  increased  cattle  and  hog 
slaughter  with  cattle  also  being  sleiughtered  at  heavier  weights  this  year. 
As  of  July  1,  1967,  U.S.  stocks  of  inedible  tallow  totaled  ^13  million 
pounds — the  highest  of  record  for  July. 
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
